Councilors ask for more tax relief

With the towns cash reserves 
stretching into eight figures, city 
councilors on Monday asked for 
some taxpayer relief. 

The mayor’s budget proposes 
a tax levy of $62.4 million for fis¬ 
cal 2019, an increase of $2.72 mil¬ 
lion over the current year’s levy 
of $59.68 million. The levy is the 


amount of money to be raised by 
local property taxes. 

The town has more than $13 
million in free cash — unspent 
money from previous budgets — 
and the mayor’s budget uses $3.5 
million from free cash as a reve¬ 
nue source. While it is prudent to 
keep a healthy reserve available 
for emergencies, Agawam could 
afford to use more free cash to 
offset the projected increase in 


the property tax levy, councilors 
suggested. 

“We should start to use some 
of that money that’s left over,” said 
Councilor Paul Cavallo. “we really 
have to sharpen our pencils a lit¬ 
tle bit and look at this budget.” 

Councilor Anthony Suffriti 
suggested using an additional $1 
million for tax relief. The property 
tax levy would still increase, but 
by 2.9 percent instead of 4.5 per¬ 


cent. 

Councilor Robert Magovern 
went farther, recommending tak¬ 
ing as much as needed from free 
cash to eliminate the tax hike al¬ 
together. 

“I have never been able to un¬ 
derstand why we have to raise the 
taxes every single solitary year,” 
Magovern said. “We have a sur-

Town sues over opioid epidemic 


Mayor says pharma 
companies must 
be held responsible

Agawam’s mayor announced 
this week that the town will join 
a lawsuit against manufacturers 
and distributors of prescription 
opioid drugs. 

“The pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies have been distributing these 


pharmaceutical opioids with 
reckless abandon,” Mayor William 
Sapelli said at a press conference 
on Wednesday. “It has to stop and 
it has to stop now.” 

Sapelli stood with four fellow 
mayors, part of a coalition con¬ 
sisting of more than 50 commu¬ 
nities in Massachusetts, includ¬ 
ing 14 in Western Massachusetts, 
joining as plaintiffs in a federal 
lawsuit to be heard in Ohio. The 
lawsuit seeks to recover damages 
from many of the largest manu¬ 
facturers of prescription opioids 
and their related companies and 
against the country’s three largest 


wholesale drug distributors. The 
lawsuit alleges that the manufac¬ 
turers and distributors created 
the opioid epidemic in the region 
by recklessly dumping millions of 
prescription opioids on the local 
citizenry without regard to the 
devastating consequences. The 
suits allege that the drug man¬ 
ufacturing companies pushed 
highly addictive, dangerous 
opioids, falsely representing to 
doctors that patients would only 
rarely succumb to drug addic¬ 
tion. The suits also allege that

Boldyga backs civics education bill 


BOSTON — State Rep. Nich¬ 
olas Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
recently joined a 151-0 vote 
to expand civics education in 
Massachusetts public schools. 

Boldyga noted that state 
law already requires elementa¬ 
ry and high school students to 
receive instruction in American 
history and civics. This includes 
learning about the constitu¬ 
tions of the United States and 
Massachusetts; the Declaration 
of Independence; the Bill of 
Rights; local history and gov¬ 
ernment; proper flag display 
and etiquette; and the impor¬ 
tance of participating in the 


electoral process. 

Under the proposal passed 
May 30, House Bill 4545, several 
new civics-related topics would 
be added to the curriculum, with 
students learning about the dif¬ 
ferences between the local, state 
and federal governments; the 
roles and responsibilities of a 
citizen in a democracy and how 
to analyze and evaluate written 
and digital media pertaining to 
history and civics. 

House Bill 4545 also requires 
all public middle and high 
school students to be given the 
opportunity to participate in a 
civics project, including indi¬ 


vidual, small group and class 
projects. The Board of Elemen¬ 
tary and Secondary Education 
will adopt guidelines to support 
school districts with the imple¬ 
mentation of civics projects, in¬ 
cluding developing regional or 
statewide civics competitions 
to help engage students. 

The Senate passed its own 
version of the civics education 
bill on March 22. The House and 
Senate will now attempt to rec¬ 
oncile the differences between 
the two bills and reach agree¬ 
ment on a final bill that can be 
sent to Gov. Charlie Baker for 
his signature.

the distributors breached their 
legal duties to monitor, detect, 
investigate, refuse and report 
suspicious orders of prescrip¬ 
tion opioids. 

“The opioid crisis has left 
a tragic toll on our communi¬ 
ty,” Sapelli said. “Clearly our con¬ 
cerns lie first with the families 
who have been impacted with 
the battle of addiction. We also, 
however, have seen an impact to 
our budget and town resources. 
It is time for the drug companies 
and distributors to acknowledge 
the costs and damages opiates 
have caused.” 

Those costs include the price 
of purchasing Narcan, the an¬ 
ti-overdose injection, and of 
training Agawam first respond¬ 
ers and school nurses to admin¬ 
ister it. 

As mayor and as a former su¬ 
perintendent of schools, Sapelli 
said he has seen the effects of 
opioid and heroin abuse on Aga¬ 
wam. He said the local district 
attorney and sheriff have provid¬ 
ed former addicts to give talks to 
residents and youth. Their tes¬ 
timony has shown, Sapelli said,

on the budget at its next meet¬ 
ing, June 18. 

Councilors asked Mayor 
William Sapelli to have an¬ 
swers by then to their ques¬ 
tions about his plans for the 
Law Department. 

The mayor’s budget would 
increase the solicitor’s budget 
by 19.94 percent, or $27,350, to 
pay for large salary increases 
for the solicitor, assistant so¬ 
licitor and law clerk. The stat¬ 
ed goal is to cover more of the 
legal team’s workload in sala¬ 
ries, rather than having to pay 
hourly rates when the lawyers 
exceed their budgeted hours. 


that over-prescribed painkillers 
are the gateway to illegal drug 
abuse. 

“In most cases, they started 
their journey with a sports inju¬ 
ry or a car accident,” Sapelli said. 

Joining the lawsuit will not 
cost the town any money, said 
Tucker Merrigan, one of the law¬ 
yers for the plaintiffs. Attorneys’ 
fees will be paid from the settle¬ 
ment, if the plaintiffs prevail. 

Sapelli said because the law¬ 
suit is proceeding in federal 
court, the potential settlement 
would be paid to the plaintiff 
towns. That contrasts with law¬ 
suits filed against the tobacco in¬ 
dustry in the past 20 years, where 
the state of Massachusetts was 
the plaintiff and damages were 
paid to the state government. 

In a statement, the may¬ 
ors said the people of Western 
Massachusetts continue to bear 
the burden of responding to the 
epidemic, as the costs of treat¬ 
ment for addition, education 
and law enforcement have con¬ 
tinued to rise. According to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, the number of 
opioid-related deaths through¬ 
out the state has risen dramat¬ 
ically in recent years. 


Letellier, a lawyer herself, 
said she would not support the 
increase in the Law Depart¬ 
ment budget without a better 
understanding of how much 
the town is currently spending 
on legal services and exact¬ 
ly how many hours would be 
covered under the new salary 
structure. 

“I think that’s a really basic 
thing, to have a job descrip¬ 
tion,” Letellier said. “I want 
something more specific.” 

Johnson, who is also a law¬ 
yer and a former mayor, said 
the solicitor has always been 
paid a base salary and billed 
the town for any extra hours. 
The two-tiered pay structure is 
necessary because it is “impos¬ 
sible to predict what litigation 
might arise in the future,” John¬ 
son said. During his term as 
mayor, he added, the solicitor 
was only able to charge billable 
hours for specific tasks, such as 
court appearances. 


From 2000 to 2015 alone, 
Massachusetts saw a 372 per¬ 
cent increase in overdose fa¬ 
talities. In 2015, there were 
1,724 Massachusetts overdose 
deaths, up from 463 Massa¬ 
chusetts overdose deaths in 
2000. In 2012, the state logged 
742 opioid-related deaths and 
by 2016, the number of deaths 
caused by opioids rose to 1,933.

Track down 
feds to get 
bridge fixed 

T here’s a sturdy, level, well-main¬ 
tained bridge connecting Aga¬ 
wam with West Springfield. No, 
not the congested and soon-to-be- 
under-construction Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge near Town Hall and the Big E. 
This bridge almost never has traffic, nev¬ 
er any waits for red lights, never a lineup 
behind left-turning traffic. 

But that doesn’t make it reliable. Even 
when it’s the most direct route, Agawam 
ambulances won’t use it, and many Aga¬ 
wam drivers avoid it whenever possible, 
and Agawam neighbors and commuters 
have gotten so frustrated that they even 
set up a Facebook.com group just to re¬ 
port on whether the bridge is usable. 

The problem isn’t the bridge itself. 
The problem is the train tracks on the 
West Springfield side of the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial Bridge, also known 
as the Strathmore Bridge or the Mittin- 
eague Bridge. The problem is the trains 
from the West Springfield freight yard 
that park on the tracks and block Front 
Street — the only access to and from the 
bridge on its north side — for up to 90 
minutes at a time. 

If it were any other kind of business 
blocking a thoroughfare — and turning a 
multi-million-dollar piece of important 
transportation infrastructure into a use¬ 
less parking lot — the local police would 
long since have solved the problem. But 
the route in and out of North Agawam is 
being blocked by CSX, a federally regu¬ 
lated freight railroad, so the towns can’t 
do much besides complaining to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

The mayors — William Sapelli and 
William Reichelt — are doing their best. 
There have been letters. There have been 
meetings. There have been promises 
from the railroad and the feds that, at 
the very least, they’d install some sort 
of “early warning” sign so that drivers 
on Springfield Street in Agawam and 
Westfield Street in West Springfield 
could find out about bridge blockages 
in time to detour to an alternate route. 
But there’s been little follow-through on 
those promises. 

It’s time to lend Town Hall some help. 
Since the only solutions will have to 
come from the federal level, it’s time for 
Agawam and West Springfield residents 
to put some pressure on their federal 
representatives. 

It’s an election year for U.S. Rep. 
Richard Neal, Agawam’s longtime con¬ 
gressman. Trains are an issue dear to 
his heart, after spending the past couple 
decades fighting to bring back Spring¬ 
field’s Union Station. Let him know that 
trains are causing a problem in this part 
of his district. Call his D.C. office at 202- 
225-5601, or his local office at 413-785- 
0325. Send him an email via his website 
at neal.house.gov/contact. 

It’s an election year for U.S. Sen. Eliz¬ 
abeth Warren, our state’s senior senator. 
She will face spirited opposition from 
Republicans this November and should 
pay special attention to voters in a town 
that leans conservative. Call her D.C. of¬ 
fice at 202-224-4543, or her local office 
at 413-788-2690. Drop her a message at 
www.warren.senate.gov/contact/shar- 
eyouropinion. 

It’s only two and a half years away 
from election time for U.S. Sen. Edward 
Markey. Call him at 202-224-2742, or 
413-785-4610.

They are the ones who can get this 
problem fixed. Make sure they know that 
we want them to try.

Alan Sirois, fire chief

Fire Chief Alan Sirois began 
his career as an Agawam fire¬ 
fighter in a most inauspicious 
way. After working as a call 
fighter in Maine and then grad¬ 
uating from Springfield College 
with a degree in emergency 
medical services management, 
he was hired in Agawam in Au¬ 
gust 2001. Within a few weeks, 
however, the 9/11 crisis oc¬ 
curred, and his Army Reserve 
unit was deployed to Iraq. 
While there, he was injured in 
an explosion and spent months 
recuperating in Walter Reed 
Medical Center. Once cleared 
for duty, he could finally begin 
his job in Agawam. He worked 
his way up to deputy chief and 
then took over as chief in 2011. 

Sirois lives in Agawam with 
his wife, in accordance with 
town regulations for the chief 
and deputy chief. He supervises 
56 firefighters and officers (two 
of whom are women), along 
with a master mechanic and 
13 call firefighters. His respon¬ 
sibilities include producing an 
annual budget, enforcing fire 
codes, seeking new technology 
and training, and watching over 
two ambulances, which are op¬ 
erated by the department even 
though billed through a third 
party. Additionally, all fire and 
rescue vehicles and appara¬ 
tus are maintained within the 
department, and Sirois highly 
praises the master mechanic on 
staff whose specialized knowl¬ 
edge saves the town thousands 
of dollars every year. 

Sirois explains that all Aga¬ 
wam firefighters are also para¬ 
medics and rotate constantly 
between shifts on the trucks and 
on the ambulances. He believes 
such rotation keeps skills in both 
areas fresh and prevents burn¬ 
out. He points out that all fire¬ 
fighters are also trained on the 
rescue boat. He notes that fire¬ 
fighting is a dangerous job, and 
he’s very proud of the high quality

of service his crew provides. 

Sirois says he believes keep¬ 
ing his firefighters safe is his 
most important job; therefore, 
he must constantly seek new 
technology and training to pre¬ 
pare for any new hazards that 
may occur. For example, he re¬ 
cently attended a conference 
on potential problems associ¬ 
ated with solar panels. He’s also 
attended programs to stay up¬ 
dated on cancer prevention for 
firefighters, who are exposed to 
many kinds of smoke. Thermal 
imaging cameras purchased 
not long ago proved their worth 
within days when his crew used 
them to see through heavy 
smoke during a fire and res¬ 
cue mission. This summer he 
hopes to get two brand-new fire 
trucks with all of the latest safe¬ 
ty devices to replace the ones 
from 1996. There will still be 
two trucks from 2008 in service 
for another 10 years. 

The most recent decision 
Sirois faced was the hiring of 
a new deputy chief to replace 
the previous one who had tak¬ 
en a job elsewhere. On May 18, 
Frank Matuszczak was sworn in, 
and Sirois is looking forward to 
working with him to continue to 
keep the Agawam Fire Depart¬ 
ment at the top of its field.

Public input sought on CPA goals 


Residents are invited to pro¬ 
vide input on the goals of the Aga¬ 
wam Community Preservation 
Act Committee at a public hear¬ 
ing 7 p.m. Wednesday, June 27, at 
the Agawam Public Library. The 
library is at 750 Cooper St., Aga¬ 
wam. 

The committee was formed to 
study the needs, possibilities and 
resources of the town regarding 
community preservation. The 
committee will provide an over¬ 
view of the financial performance 
of the Community Preservation 
Act fund, share recent accom¬ 
plishments and also seek input on 
future projects and spending. 

CPA efforts are funded by a 1 
percent surcharge on property 
taxes in Agawam, amounting to 
about $33 per residential taxpayer, 
along with state matching funds 
and grants. This year, the state is 
estimated to disburse an addition¬ 


al 12 percent of the amount each 
community raises through the lo¬ 
cal surcharge, which means an ad¬ 
ditional $58,241 in state matching 
CPA funds for Agawam. 

The fiscal year ending June 30 
will be the 15th year of collections 
and state matching grants in Aga¬ 
wam. Over the years, the CPC has 
reviewed requests for funding, 
putting forward for approval a 
list of more than 51 projects to¬ 
taling over $6.5 million that have 
improved recreational facilities, 
preserved historic sites and open 
space and also provided afford¬ 
able housing. 

A few notable projects that 
the committee has recommend¬ 
ed that have received City Coun¬ 
cil approval include creating the 
popular School Street Park, the 
preservation of 82 acres of farm 
land at 792 Barry Street, addition 
of Pickle Ball courts at Borgatti 


Field, addition of a playground at 
Wade Park, and a housing needs 
assessment which resulted in 
the development of a housing 
production plan aimed to guide 
future CPA community housing 
spending. Most recently, the CPC 
also approved funding to appraise 
land for possible acquisition and 
development. 

The Community Preservation 
Committee welcomes new proj¬ 
ect proposals that may contrib¬ 
ute to community preservation 
in Agawam. Anyone may submit 
such proposals to the committee 
using the form and guidelines on 
the CPA website, www.agawam. 
ma.us, or by picking one up at the 
procurement office in the base¬ 
ment of Town Hall, 35 Main St., 
Agawam.

EAST LONGMEADOW — In a 
rematch between two top softball 
teams at Birchland Park Middle 
School, Agawam and East Long- 
meadow, the numbers spoke for 
themselves.

Curran returns as a star 


Former Brownie gains 
Single-A honors after 
year lost to injury

SALISBURY, Md. — There 
comes a time in all young ath¬ 
letes’ careers when they are 
faced with an injury. For Agawam 


alumnus Seamus Curran, 
first baseman for the Bal¬ 
timore Orioles-affiliated 
Delmarva Shorebirds, a 
knee injury sidelined him 
from the majority of the 
2017 season but he’s made 
up for lost time as a minor 
league all-star this year. 

Once Curran went 
through a successful sur¬ 
gery in Baltimore, he went down 
to Florida to begin his rehab 
and learn how to use his left leg 


again. 

Like many, Curran 
faced a few challenges 
while going through the 
process of rehab: “Over¬ 
coming the fear of re-injur¬ 
ing it (knee),” Curran said. 
“Had to learn how to slide 
again; and to go full-speed 
at plays at first base.” 

Learning everything

little but it never changed his mindset. 

“Kind of just trusting my leg that it’s 
healthy and I’ll be fine,” Curran said. 
“Just getting over the mental hurdle of 
all that.” 

Curran has been cleared since Janu¬ 
ary 2018. Since being back, Curran has 
seen 179 at-bats, batting .257, which is 
his best since 2016, when he averaged 
.283. He also has shown some power, 
with 10 home runs and 11 doubles. He 
driven in 36 runs and scored 30. His OPS 
is currently .813. He has spent time at 
first base and designated hitter, with 33 
of his 48 games played at first base. 

On Tuesday, Curran was named 
to the Northern Division team in the 
South Atlantic League All-Star Game, 
to be held June 19 in Greensboro, N.C. 
He ranks third in the Single-A “Sally 
League” in home runs and RBI. 

After playing 2015 and 2016 in Rook¬ 
ie and Class A Short Season leagues — 
lower levels than full-season Single-A 
— Curran learned a lot from being out 
of action for a year. 

“You are always going to have doubts 
coming back whether you will be the 
same player or if this is a career-ending 
injury,” Curran said. “Luckily it wasn’t 
anything serious, there was no ligament 
damage, it was just my knee cap.” 

That meant a speedy recovery, which 
Curran appreciated. 

“Honestly, [I] feel like I came back a 
better person just because of the mental 
side of the game,” Curran said. “Before, I 
took baseball for granted, just because I 
didn’t really hit too many bumps in the 
road growing up.” 

In baseball or in any sport, the peo¬ 
ple who you choose to surround your¬ 
self with are everything. “I have a good 
support system with my agent, my men¬ 
tal health coach, and my family really 
helped me get through the whole pro¬ 
cess” Curran said. “This injury made me 
value friendships and relationships with 
other people.” 

Overall, Curran has a different out¬ 
look on baseball and life after the injury. 

“Baseball is something I do; it doesn’t 
define me,” Curran said. “Getting draft¬ 
ed out of high school, I thought I needed 
to be this kid who was great at sports, 
and I let my accomplishments take over 
my identity.” 

Injuries can either break or make an 
athlete, but for Curran the injury meant 
more to him than just being sidelined. 

“If you don’t have good people 
around you man it’s hard to be success¬ 
ful” Curran said. “I’m just playing to play 
now.” 


Mutiny victorious in Agawam homecoming 


After dropping their first 
loss of the season to the ex¬ 
pansion Worcester Smiles last 
weekend on the road, the New 
England Mutiny wanted to gain 
a measure of revenge but also 
make the rematch a lot less 
dramatic on Saturday night at 
Agawam High School.

freshman, Ross. She allowed six 
hits while striking out seven.

to organize the day’s itin¬ 
erary. Robinson State Park 
Day starts off bright and 
early with one of its most 
popular events, the bird 
identification walk hosted 
by Steven Svec of the Allen 
Bird Club. The walk starts at 
8 a.m. and participants are 
encouraged to bring their 
own binoculars. The walk is 
estimated to take two hours. 

From 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
there will be informal 
walks for all ages, wild- 
flower identification with 
Pat Bertone-Gross and the 
Tree Bus — an educational 
hands-on activity to learn 
about the park trees — 
hosted by Maryanne Pacit- 
ti and the Scattered Seeds 
Foundation. 

“Before you even step in 
the bus, there’s information 
you can view, you can read, 
all about trees,” Nancy said. 

Another highlight from 
past Robinson Days is the 
Big Tree Walk with Matt 
Largess, a longtime friend 
of the park and arborist 
from Rhode Island.

Ranger reflects 

The Friends of Robinson 
State Park have been coor¬ 
dinating with Park Ranger 
Andy Gloss to put together 
the event. Gloss finished up 
his first full year as the Park 
Ranger on April 9 and loves 
being able to work in what 
he considers to be one of 
the hidden gems of Western 
Massachusetts. 

“It’s one of the truly 
unique ecosystems in the 
state. We’re one of the few 
floodplain forests in the 
state that’s untouched,” he 
said. “We have a lot of dif¬ 
ferent trees that aren’t nor¬ 
mally found in the rest of 
the state. There’s quite a few 
endangered species that re¬ 
side in the park — a couple 
species of dragonflies, the 
eastern box turtle.” 

Gloss has worked in the 
state park system since 
2002. He started as a sea¬ 
sonal laborer at the Mount 
Tom State Reservation 
and then moved on to an 
assistant supervisor posi¬ 
tion at Wells State Park in 
2007. He stayed there until 
2010, when he accepted the 
lead supervisor position at 
Hampton Pond State Park, 
until last year when he 
came over to Robinson. 

“It’s a wonderful, wel¬ 
coming community. The 
Friends have been great 
to work with. We have 
residents and regulars 
that come to the park and 
they’ve been great. It’s been 
a really great working rela¬ 
tionship,” he said. 

Gloss said the park is 
in good shape. DCR is fin¬ 
ishing work on paving the 
road from the main gate to 
the beach area. He said it’s 
a project for which the park 
supervisor who preceded 
him had been working for 
eight years to find funding. 
There’s also some invasive 
species that need to be tak¬ 
en care of and other main¬ 
tenance improvements. 

“We’re trying to work on 
doing the removals, open 
up areas, restore it to more 
of a native setting,” Gloss 
explained.
